The major stated that the necessary 
parts to refit the Bremen would be 
sent to Murray Bay and that they 
would be taken by air from here tc 
Greenely Island, where they are eager- 
ly awaited by his two German com- 
panions, Captain Koehl and Baron 
Huenefeld, stranded on the island 
some 500 miles north, since last Fri- 
day. The major did not think he 
would return to Greenely Island be- 
fore Baturday

will be ten days before the
